In spite of the high prices of raw materials, manufactured articles 
as a general rule have not gone iii> much in the last four vears. 

•The prdfits of the manufacturers and of the jobbers must have 
decreased cotisidcrablv. In order to have any nisiomers at all. they 
are com)>el 1 ed to sell cheaply. 

♦ « * 

In other words, although tlic masses w’ere better employetl last 
winter than they were two years ago, they have considerably less buy¬ 
ing power than they had two years ago. 

The high prices of all the necessaries of life—especially of bread, 
meat, butter and eggs—have considerably delayed tltc economic recu¬ 
peration of the masses from the last financial crisis of 1007. 

It is, therefore, nonsensical to speak of prosperity for the masses at 
the present time. 

, * • ♦ 

There is also comparatively little fight left in the workingmen at 
the present time. The economic movement this spring was very lan¬ 
guid. Strikes for higltcr wages were tried only in rare cases, because 
in most cases workingmen had liitle chance for winning them. 

Of course, the railroad companies made some advances to their 
men. The railroad magnates did so with the expectation that the 
public in general would ha\x to repay double llirough higher freight

Religious Toleration in Spain 

The government of Spain an¬ 
nounced on the olh ac impemling de¬ 
cree alyoli*hing the article in the con- 
Atiiniion which forbade non-Catholics 
to worship publicly in Spain. The 
dispatch which rcpiiirted this new* 
-tated that tins prodigious step tn 
rrligiiiuv ttderation had cau.*ed a *en- 
xation .ind w'a* likely lo ar<»u*e much 
•»pp<i*iti‘>n. Thr step hid been taken j 
under the leader*hip of Premier Ca-1 
nalejo.* and other l.iherai*. who had 
been aided by the sympathy of the 
king with the proposal. (Tn the ilth 
the decree was i.s*ued amending the 
con->tttiitiun. and authorizing the edi¬ 
fices of non-Catholic rcligitm* *ocie- 
ties to display insignia for inihlic 
worship and other ceremonies. This 
decree became promptly the subject 
I of prole<t from The Vatican. On the 
i.tth the premier declated in the cham¬ 
ber of deputies that unless the con¬ 
stitution were respected be would re¬ 
sign He asserted that he was un¬ 
disturbed by the protevt from the Vat¬ 
ican aUhoo^h the ^gOTcrnnient was 
still c<trres|M»iiding with the V'alivan 
upon the matter. He announced that 
the govrmtnent was resolved to live 
up to the ron*titution and to settle' 
the religions question from the stand¬ 
point of refurm; and further, that they 
meant to regenente Spain intellectu¬ 
ally, and from the economic and milV 
lary p<NiitB of view.—Ex,

Article No. a—British Political Par¬ 
ties 

HE' British people were 
the first of the great 
modern nations to es-! 
BBStiM li tablish a constitutional | 
gox'ernment, that is« gov¬ 
ernment influenced by 
the organized expression of the pub¬ 
lic will and, hence, a government of 
established cui^toms. or laws, instead 
of one entirely dependent on the 
whims of the military masters. 

When the effort xvas made to gix’c 
something of autlnirity to the public 
will, the military lords and the ccclf- 
flia.xtical lords .avere the chief factors 
to be con.sidrrrd. that is. powerful 
enough to secure consideration, in the 
British state. 

The pc»wers of the Throne, the 
powers of the I.ord and the plovers 
of the ('hurch had im knowledge of 
the common people except as they 
were able to use the common people 
in behalf of their owm special inter¬ 
ests. 

The earlier history of constitutional 
government was coucenied with the 
compromised, or the bargains, of 
these interests'with each other, and 
with the quarrels resulting from the 
agreements which could not always 
be made w*hcn they were desirable, 
and could never be kept when they 
were not desirable. 

The necessity of having some one 
authorized to negotiate find to con¬ 
clude these bargain^, or compromises, 
betxvecn conflicting interests in the 
stale gave rise to* the earliest polit¬ 
ical parties. When the British people 
first commenced to vote, they began 
voting about those things which they 
had previously been fighting about. 
Each group of these xxith prix*ate in¬ 
terests in common, w^as grouped to- 
gfther' about those micrestf and 
whether in peace or in war they soori 
learned to act under the personal
